[FBIS Translated Text} On Monday last week [29 Jan- 
uary] Rwandan soldiers mistreated two Netherlanders 
and one American who are working for the international 
tnbunal for Rwanda. The incident occurred nght outside 
the house of Lieutenant Colonel Karenzi-Karake, head 
of military intelligence in the capital Kigali. 


This ume foreigners were the victims of the indiserimi- 
nate actions of the soldiers, but over the past year a long 
series of incidents of military violence against the coun- 
try’s citizens (mostly Hutus) has tarnished the :mage of 
the Tutsi-dormnated government. But one question re- 
mains: Is it the work of undisciplined soldiers, as the 
government claims, or 1s there a pattern to the violence’ 


Jacques de Bruyn in Kigali tells exactly what happened 
on that Monday evening. He was dragged from his 
car together with his colleague Cees Verhaeren and the 
American lawyer, Sara Darehshon, by two government 
soldiers in uniform and three in civilian clothes. Their 
car had the license plates of the UNAMIR [United Na- 
tions Assistance Mission in Rwanda} which is very un- 
popular among soldiers of the RPF (Rwandan Patriotic 
Front]. 
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The three tnbunal employees were dragged to a garden 
through a black entrance gale. The garden was later 
revealed to be that of Lieutenant Colonel Karenzi. One 
soldier punched Darehshon in the tace, bul then took 
her to one side. Verhaeren and De Bruyn were then 
beaten up. 


De Bruyn: The first blow with a mile butt was to the 
stomach. Cees lay on the ground. A man in civilian 
clothes, who seemed to be in charge, took 4 pistol 
from his back pocket and aimed it at my head. When 
Verhaeren tned to protest the pistol was aimed at him 
That was the most terrifying moment 


The officer in civilian clothes accused them ot having 
blocked the entrance and challenged them to defend 
themselves. The two Netherlands police officers, sent to 
the tribunal by the Netherlands Foreign Ministry, did not 
reply. The officer screamed that they were UNAMIR 
foreigners. 


Verhaeren: “We said: No, we are trom the international 
tribunal. That changed their behavior somewhat. They 
conunued to curse us but the beating stopped. Ver- 
haeren had a bloody nose. De Bruyn bas peen limping 
tor several days 


The incident is being investigated by the Rwandan Mil- 
itary Police. The Army spokesman, Major Emmanuel 
Ndahiro, described it as an ill-disciplined action. But the 
three vicums believe that the incident had been planned 
in advance 


The undisciplined behavior of the former guerrilla tight 
ers of the RPF ts causing increasing embarrassment to 
the government and strongman Paul Kagame. Perpetra- 
tors are arrested and brought before a mulitary tribunal 
There are at present 1046 soldiers and 80 officers in the 
country s four military prisons 


Some 400 of them are being held at the former Army 
camp of Kami, not far from Kigali. The camp still shows 
signs of the pitched battle for Kigali which was fought 
there in the surnmer of 1994 when the RPF overthrew 
the then Hutu Government Army. The windows are 
broken and the roofs are full of holes made by rockets 
and mortars. 


Nevertheless, the camp is rather less unpleasant than 
the cells which hold around 60,000 Hutus suspected o! 
taking part in the genocide of the Tutsis in 1994 


In Kami nobody 1s cramped and nobody has to sit in 
a corner on a broom handle stuck between the bars of 
the window. The officers held in Kami have ther own 
residence and play cards. The ordinary soldiers sicep 
mattresses in long rows on the cement floor

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The administrauon of military justice also runs much 
more smoothly than civilian justice, which has yet to 
try anyone on charges of genocide. Commander David 
Rwapapa, 27, in Kami says that he has been given the 
death penalty, to be carried out by finng squad. He was 
condemned for murder and armed robbery. In December 
1994 he broke into the Tanzanian Embassy in Kigal. 


Rwapapa says he is resigned to his fate. It could be a 
long tume before the sentence 1s carried out. The military 
courts, which date back to the ume when the RPF was 
a guerrilla army, have been suspended The new Army, 
the RPA [Rwandan People’s Army], sul!l has to set up 
military courts. 


Rwapapa has lodged an appeal. That can only be dealt 
with when the parliament has approved a new system 
Of military discipline. 


There are 20 murder suspects in Kami. Many impris- 
oned soldiers feel they are being used as scapegoats by 
a government seeking to show to the outside world tat 
human rights violavions are being punished. Senior of- 
ficers apparently go unpunished. 


There are 20 majors in Kami. They were arrested in 
September after an Army unit slaughtered civilians in 
Kanama in northwest Rwanda. They are believed to 
have left hundreds dead. The majors claim that they 
were defending themselves after coming under fire from 
“adversaries.” 


Lieutenant Colonel Karenzi denies that senior officers 
are spared. He says that Colonel William Bagire, area 
commander tor the Kanama distuict, is under house 
arrest while the inquiry into the circumstances of the 
bloodbath continues. 


Karenzi also claims that the commander who was 
responsible tor the bloody clearance of the Hutu refugee 
camp in Kibeho, in the south of the country, 1s under 
arrest. Lieutenant Coionel Mulocole is apparently being 
held in the Rulima military prison near Kigali. The 
clearance of the camp probably left 2,000 dead when 
soldiers started firing indiscriminately on the fleeing 
camp residents. 


But certainly in the case of Kibeho the quesuon remains 
as to whether an order to fire came from above. A 
hard core of the feared Hutu militia, the Interahamwe, 
were suli in the camp. The English- speaking Army 
command, supported by Paul Kagame, Rwanda’s deputy 
prime minister and defense minister, has so far not been 
implicated

closure of the Rwandan refugee camp of Kibumba by 
the Kinshasa government has begun. The government 
yesterday announced the beginning of the repatriavon 
of some 200,000 people living in the camp. According 
to observers, the operauion began midly, because only 
41 people have lett Kibumba. 


Meanwhile, Zairian authorities have returned to the 
Rwandan authorities in Kigali, Rwanda, the military 
equipment taken away by the former Rwandan Armed 
Forces in 1994. Our correspondent, Kamanda wa Ka- 
manda Muzembe, reports trom Goma: 


[Begin Muzembe recording] Admiral Mavua Mudima, 
deputy prime minister in charge of defense, Rwandan 
Cooperation Minister Anastase Gasana, and General 
Amani Toumani Toure, Malian former head of state 
and facilitator, have signed the document related to the 
handing back and reception of the military equipment 
brought into Zaire by the former Rwandan Armed 
Forces after their April 1994 defeat in Rwanda. Pieces of 
artillery and their shells, armored cars, lights automatic 
machine-guns, and individual arms as well as their 
ammunition were exhibited at the two countries” border, 
that is between the Zairian town of Goma and the 
Rwandan prefecture of Gisenyi, where the ceremony 
was held. In addition, there are also two aircraft that 
can be seen at the Goma Airport. 


Speaking on the occasion, the Zairian deputy prime 
minister pointed out that the ceremony was the proof of 
the Zairian Government's good faith. In response, the 
Rwandan cooperation minister stated that the ceremony 
had marked the beginning of the handing back of 
not only military equipment but also other property, 
including the money brought to Zaire by the former 
Rwandan Armed Forces and Government. On his part, 
the former Malian head of state, who was obviously 
happy. advised that the arms should not be used to 
wage war, but rather to help preserve the lives of all 
Rwandans and the entire subregion. He then described 
the event as a symbolic gesture which honored Africa

The country appears to be 
sinking again into a large-scale crisis according to the 
front pages of all the country’s newspapers, regardless 
of their political leanings.

[Edounkoulou] Crisis, Open Conflict, The Country Is 
Concerned: These are the headlines of some newspa- 
pers commenting on the serious differences develop- 
ing within the government of Prime Minister Kengo wa 
Dondo elected to the post in July 1994 by the Tran- 
siuonal Parliament. A number of newspapers such as 
LA RENAISSANCE, close to the radical opposition, 
write about the Army's dissatisfaction, while LE STAN- 
DARD, close to the prime minister, writes that Western 
embassies are threatening to close down should the cri- 
sis become serious. 
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The cause of the crisis is the deterioration in relauions 
between the two political groups participating in the 
government. For one week now, the two groups, namely 
the political forces of the conclave which supports 
President Mobutu, and the Union for the Republic 
and Democracy, the moderate opposition supporung 
the prime minister, have been accusing each other of 
trying to violate the laws and agreements that have, over 
the past few months, enabled Zaire to embark on its 
democratic transition. The transition is expected to end 
with general elections, that is presidential and legislative 
elections as well as the const‘tutional referendum before 
July 1997. 


At a time, when people's daily lives are marked 
by misery, LE PHARE, a newspaper of the radical 
Opposition notes, quote, Zaire has begun a terrible 
march backward, while the instituuons are deadlocked. 
The newspaper also hints at a plan that might have 
taken a cue from the coups that occurred in Niger and 
Guinea. All the rumors and the development of the 
government crisis make people fear that Zaire will soon 
be confronted with political disturbances.

Some 500 rebels belonging to the Lord's Resistance 
Army (LRA) have entered Uganda from bases in 
southern Sudan and have killed several people in the 
northern Gulu district, the state-owned NEW VISION 
newspaper reported Tuesday [13 February}. 


The rebels, led by a former Roman Catholic catechist 
Joseph Kony, ambushed a government vehicle in Gulu 
last week and killed state veterinary Doctor Kiza Auru 
and four other people travelling with him, the newspaper 
said. The attack occurred near Atiak where the rebels, 
fighting to overthrow the government of President 
Yoweri Museveni, massacred an estimated 300 villagers 
in April last year. 


Ugandan Defence Minister Amama Mbabazi said the 
government was aware of the rebel infiltration and was 
“steadily following them”. 


Uganda accuses Sudan of backing the rebels, but 
Khartoum denies the charge and has accused Kampala 
of helping the Sudan People’s Liberation Army rebel 
movement fighting to end domination of the mainly 
Christian animist southern Sudan by the Muslim 
north. Both countries broke diplomatic relations last 
year over the dispute.

SAPA — It was impossible for South African business 
to neglect the creation of a middle class black consumer, 
South African Chamber of Business Economic Policy 
Director Ben van Rensburg said Tuesday. 


Van Rensburg was reacting to a story carried by a for- 
eign news agency in which government-controlled US 
Agency for International Development head Brian At- 
wood accused South Africa's white business community 
of delaying efforts to create a new black middle class. 
Van Rensburg said business and government were do- 
ing their best to strengthen the black middle class and 
to raise the level of growth from its present level of 
around four percent to at least six to eight percent. 


Atwood said at a news conference in Washington 
“extremely conservative (corporate) boardrooms” were 
“happy to live with four percent economic growth, not 
wanting to admit they could double that growth if they 
could just create consumers in the black community”. 
He said the white business community had become 
complacent and seemed content ‘sitting there raking in 
their profits" from the same limited market that existed 
under apartheid. "The 20 percent of the pecple who 
hold 80 percent of the wealth really need to think about 
how they can invest in the people of South-Africa.” 
Tax incentives, and initiatives by business to cut the 40 
percent unemployment rate among blacks and integrate 
them into the economy through training and education 
programs would be preferable to laws mandating re- 
investment of profits, Atwood said. 


Van Rensburg said all these issues were being discussed 
in the National Economic Development and Labour 
Council, including tax incentives and training. 


Anglo American Corporation's alteriate director 
Michael Spicer told SAPA Atwood’s comments in- 
dicated a “woeful ignorance” of the performance of 
the South African business sector and the dynamics 
of the economy. He said the comments “perhaps have 
something to do with the fact that Atwood and his 
agency are under attack in the US Congress and that 
its funding is under jeopardy due to the controversy 
regarding the USAID's activities in South Africa in 
recent years’. The USAID has been the subject of 
investigation and much critical comment in recent 
months, Spicer said. 
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Commenting on Atwood’s remark on the re-investment 
of profits in the economy, he said Atwood was appar- 
ently unaware that South Africa’s present economic up- 
turn was the first investment-led upturn in the history 
of the South African economy. During his recent visit 
to South Africa Atwood said US aid to the country 
— which totalled US doilars 500 million over the past 
decade — should be phased oul in a maximum of seven 
years.

(FBIS Transcribed Text} Cape Town — South Africa, 
tired of European Union (EU) tardiness on trade ne- 
gotiations, has issued a demarche, demanding the union 
speed up talks on improved market access for this coun- 
try. 

A demarche is one of the strongest forms of diplomatic 
protest. It was served on Bruno Cabras, the Italian am- 
bassador, on Monday by the foreign affairs department. 
Cabras received the demarche because Italy holds the 
presidency of the union at the moment. 


Faizel Ismail, the chief director in the trade and industry 
department in charge of the negotiations, said the 
demarche called on the EU to meet its commitments 
to provide a favourable trade regime with South Africa 
as soon as possible. 


But at a media conference in Cape Town yesterday, 
Trevor Manuel, the trade and industry minister, sug- 
gested the negotiations may be a waste of time because 
South African companies were not showing any inter- 
est in the Generalised System of Preferences already 
negotiated with the union to cover a limited number of 
goods. 


Manuel said there had also been a poor response 
to a questionnaire circulated to business through the 
National Economic Development and Labour Council 


It asked for an input on which industries in South Africa 
would be sensitive to a free trade agreement with the 
union and what goods required preferential trade access 
to union markets. 


There were only about 40 responses. “There is no point 
in batting for business if there is no response, Manuel! 
said. 


Ismail said South Africa was caught up in a debate 
within the union on the principle of free trade agree- 
ments. He said this was not right as the union had made 
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a poliucal commitment to South Africa for a preferen- 
lial rade agreement. 


“The protracted and laborious process now under way 
tends to erode the commitment of the community,” said 
Ismail. 


— John Fraser of the Independent Foreign Service in 
Brussels reported yesterday that the EU's trade chiel, 
Sir Leon Brittan, yesterday called on the French not 
to be so protectionist. His speech in Paris made no 
mention of France's foot-dragging over the launch of 
trade negotiations with South Africa. 


Brittan warned: “There is a strong tendency in Europe to 
view open markets too defensively. Free trade is seen 
all too often as an invitauion to outside companies to 
penetrate our markets, rather than as 4 chance for our 
firms to boost their exports outside Europe. It is time 
to adopt a more offensive strategy towards opening the 
markets that French and other European economies need 
outside Europe,” said Brittan.

[Pahad] Yes, well, this is one of the interesting things 
about South Africa, that we have a very vibrant democ- 
racy and we have a very strong nongovernmental sector. 
We ourselves as government are in touch with all sectors 
of Swazi society and we have indicated our willingness 
as part of SADC [Southern African Development Com- 
munity] to help in any way requested for us to assist in 
the process of democratization, We will be having dis- 
cussions with our colleagues outside of government in 
order to come to some common understanding of [words 
indistinct] to promote democracy in other parts of the 
world, particularly in your region, particularly in Africa. 
You can’t be very happy about the current situation in 
Swaziland. 


[Pahad] No. As I have said, the broad policies of the 
South African Government is premised on human rights 
and democracy, but that does not give us the right to 
interfere and determine the nature of governments in 
other countries. 


[Ohene] This vibrant nongovernmental sector that you 
speak of, you know, the trade unions, the political 
parties, are they by any chance, say, embarrassing 
you, parucularly this [word indistinct] they issued on 
Swaziland, do you find it embarrassing? 


[Pahad] Well, in a sense it is, you know, not necessarily 
embarrassing, but we would have to consult with them 
and discuss the implications of any suggested action that 
they are proposing.

“The Government has discovered that its powers to 
prevent South African [SA] citizens from working 
aboard in the security field or sphere has, to date, 
not been as far-reaching as we thought.

Briefing journalists before Tuesday's R6 billion adjust- 
ments budget, he said the deficit, only 0.2 per cent 
higher than predicted, meant the country was on track 
with its economic milestones. There were still three 
years to go to reach the target of 4.5 percent. “I don't 
think that’s going to be a problem,” he said. “In fact I 
know it's not going to be a problem.” 


He also announced that revenue from personal income 
tax collection this year was R1.5 billion more than orig- 
inally estimated. Introducing the adjustments bill in the 
nauonal Assembly, Liebenberg said the appropriation 
brought total revised spending for 1995/96 to R160.4 
billion, R6 billion up on the original estimate of R154.4 
billion. He said the R6 billion included R1.522 billion to 
cover revenue shortfalls in the provinces and a R1 bil- 
lion “transitional reserve” to cover their spending needs 
on health and welfare. The R1.522 billion was due not 
to financial indiscipline in the provinces, but to the lack 
of a proper database when their budget planning was 
done. 


The amount was included in the estimate because 
provinces’ own revenue sources, and the transfer pay- 
ments formula according to the constitution, had not 
yet been finalised. Provinces would be reimbursed from 
the transitional reserve after shortfalls had been verified. 
Advances might also have to be made from the reserve 
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as bridging finance should prov neces experience cash 
flow problems, because they were not yet authorised to 
be OW, 


Also included in the adjustments estimate were the R13 
million cost of cleaning up the Apollo sea polluuon 
disaster, which would be recovered from the ship's 
insurers, and an additional R12.97 million for inte- 
graung the TV?2C (Transkei, Bophuthatswana, Venda, 
Ciskei} Posts and Telecommunications Departments 
with Telkom [Telecommunications Corporation). This 
amount, which would bring the total allocated for inte- 
gration in 1995/96 to R312.87 million, would be cov- 
ered by a deposit from Telkom and no new tax or 
borrowing would be necessary, Liebenberg said. Only 
R1.228 billion of the R1.235 billion earmarked in March 
last year for local elections, drought relief, Transversal 
computer systems and retrenchment costs was required. 


The revised estate of revenue collections and grants 
was R127.3 billion, R3.1 billion more than the March 
1994 estimate of R124.2 billion. The main contributors 
to this additional revenue were company and individual 
taxes and customs and excise duties. The extra revenue 
was due mainly to the better than expected growth 
in the economy, which had an effect on corporate 
and personal taxes, as well as higher than expected 
merchandise imports, which had an etfect on import 
duties. Interest on exchequer deposits had also been 
higher than foreseen.

[FBIS Transcribed Text) Exchange control is crumbling 
slowly but surely. "We are becoming more comfortable 
on the foreign exchange side,” says John Postmus, 
exchange control general manager at the Reserve Bank. 


Insututions controlling insurance and pension funds, and 
unit trusts, are likely to be able to invest a portion 
of their resources abroad directly, not just through 
cumbersome asset-swap deals. 


This was foreshadowed in July last year by the gov- 
ernor of the Reserve Bank, Chris Stals. He said asset 
swaps would be allowed and, if there was a fresh inflow 
of funds, institutions could be allowed to buy foreign 
exchange for investment abroad. Postmus says invest- 
ment in Sadec (SADC—Southern African Development 
Community} member countries in Africa (and Mauri- 
ius) could be freed. "I foresee a more accommodating 
policy towards these countries, but the extent of this in- 
vestment by South Africans cannot yet be quantified.” 


Companies wishing to invest abroad may be able to 
obtain the foreign exchange in South Africa at the cost 
of the country’s reserves rather than having to raise the 
money abroad, as at present. 


The final decision in all these matters will have to be 
taken by the minister of finance, Chris Liebenberg. The 
country is awash with liquidity following a R20 billion 
{rands} inflow of foreign capital last year and Stals is 
now battling to hold down the value of the rand against 
major trading currencies. 


An easier flow of funds from South Africa would open 
the sluice gates, relieving pressure on the rand and on 
the struggling export sector. The high level of liquidity 
also threatens to upset the inflation applecart. 


Individuals, it seems, will have to wait their turn to be 
able to move funds freely around the world but at least 
the travel allowance is automatically increased each year 
to a set formula that takes account of inflation and other 
factors. 


Postmus says ‘rcasonable individuals cases” are being 
treated as leniently as possible. The chief economist at 
Nedcor, Dennis Dykes, says the piecemeal attrition of 
controls, which started with the abolition of the financial 
rand in March last year, might continue for another year 
or two unul the whole exchange control structure was 
dismantled. He says that much of the foreign money 
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coming into the country has gone into equities and 
bonds and can leave as quickly as il Came in. 


The minister of finance needs reserves of about R30 
billion to cover three months’ imports. There is about 
R20 billion in the kitty and access to foreign loans of 
about R15 billion.

Reserve Bank governor Chris Stals warned yesterday 
that a massive inflow of more than R20 billion [rands}] 
in capital last year was placing increasing upward 
pressure on inflation. The Bank was being forced to 
put additional rands into the economy as 1t bought up 
foreign currency to stop the rand from appreciating, he 
Said. 


This, combined with additional credit extended to con- 
sumers, had pushed the increase in money supply to 
16.8 percent for the 12 months ended June last year — 
beyond the 11 to 12 percent target. 


The relaxation of exchange control was one way to 
alleviate the problem. Stals said it would not be too 
optimistic to talk of 4 percent growth for this year, 
following on from the 3.5 percent of last year. 


Restraints on growth, however, were starting to be felt. 
Utilisation, parucularly in manufacturing, was reaching 
full capacity at 85 percent, as full capacity was consid- 
ered to be between 88 and 89 percent. 


Reuters reports that Chris Liebenberg, the finance min- 
ister, presented the Adjustments Appropriation Bill to 
parliament and put the deficit for this year at 6 percent 
of the GDP against an original target of 5.8 percent. 
The government was on track for a 4.5 percent budget 
deficit in 1998/9. 


Revised net expenditure for deficit calculation purposes 
for this year was R157.4 billion or R4.2 billion more 
than the original esumate. 


On the revenue side, the revised estimate of total 
revenue collections and grants amounted to R127.3 
billion, or R3.1 billion more than the budgeted R124 .2 
billion. Liebenberg said the provinces would receive an 
extra R2.5 billion from central government this year 
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They would get R1.5 billion to make up for revenue 
under-estimations caused by poor databases from which 
revenue projecuons had been calculated. 


In addition, R1 billion would be set aside in a transi- 
uonal reserve fund to meet any budget shortfalls be- 
tween now and the end of the financial year in March.

However what mos! players op 
pear to agree with is that, in whatever direction govern- 
ment moves, it must facilitate military conversion. 


Conversion entails a complete shii: trom predominantly 
military production to civilian-oriented goods. With 
peace in southern African, experts say there is no longer 
any need to maintain a defence sector that eats up almost 
R11 (rands)} billion annually or about 8 percent of the 
national budget. 

"Despite the changes in policy during the 1990 to 1994 
transition period, many issues remain unresolved not 
least because of the policy vacuum that has been created 
as the industry awaits the outcome of the long overdue 
defence review,” notes Susan Willet of the Centre for 
Defence Studies in Britain. 

“In an era characterised by rising weapon costs, and 
an increasingly constrained defence budget, the South 
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African Government cannot avoid quesuoning the ef- 
ficiency and competitiveness of the defence industry,” 
Willet, who directs the cenue’s comparative interna- 
tional security programme, told an arms industry con- 
ference in Johannesburg this week. 


The pinch is starting to be felt in the Defence Ministry, 
whose budget allocation has been cut by 11.4 percent 
this year. 


Government officials will soon meet in Cape Town for 
a top-level defence conference to work on a national 
review document that will spell out a new strategy. 


Those opposed to conversion say down-sizing the 
arms industry would lead to an overall decline in 
industrial output as it provides a means of acquiring 
new technology, contributes to import savings and earns 
valuable foreign currency. 


"There are few high-technology areas where South 
Africa can hope to compete internationally, notes Greg 
Mills, director of studies at the SA [South Africa] 
Institute of International Affairs (SAIIA). 


"Tronically, given its apartheid heritage, the arms indus- 
try is seen by some as one of the few areas of technical 
expertise in South Africa which can spearhead export 
growth,” writes Mills in “South Africa in the Global 
Economy”, an SAIIA publication. 


Arms have been the largest manufactured export since 
the mid- 1980s. They brought in some R900 million 
in 1993 or 0.5 percent of total world sales. Armscor 
[Armaments Corporation of South Africa], the state-run 
armament company, would like to increase this to two 
percent, but is facing a shrinking global market. 


“It is not actual arms sales that could benefit the South 
African economy alone: the maintenance of an ability to 
create technologically sophisucated products is crucial if 
export-driven growth beyond commodities 1s to ensue,” 
notes Mills. 


The industry has been gradually restructuring into pro- 
ducing chemicals, fibre-optics, lasers, aviation equip- 
ment, telecommunication and photographic equipment. 


But owing to limited experience in commercial market- 
ing and sales, diversification and conversion is failing 
largely because it is producing civilian products that are 
too highly specialised, too precise or simply too expen- 
sive to be commercially viable, analysts say 


\rmscor, created to circumvent sanctions during 
apartheid and its daughter company Denel, set up in 
1992, have a monopoly on the arms industry Denel 
employs 15,000 people and is responsible for the 
high-tech civilian production in the sector 
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The country produces an array of arms from small 
ammunition through ordinance artillery and armoured 
vehicles to aircraft and associated missiles and ships. 
Its R56.5 miilion Rooivalk attack helicopter last year 
nearly made it into Britain's Royal Airforce. 


South Africa's attempts at conversion follow similar 
trends in countries such as Britain, the United States, 
China and Russia. 


In other countries, defence cuts appeared only to lead 
to job losses providing ammunition to those opposed to 
the cuts. That is why it so imperative for South Africa

All parties will have to 
undergo change in due course to complete this process 
of restructuring. The ANC may be reluctant on this 
issue. If is not to the ANC’s short or medium-term 
advantage. However, it 1s also true that supporters of this 
party have privately expressed sentiments for change. 


The National Party [NP] has declared itself prepared to 
see this process of change through. Firstly, we are go- 
ing to expand by reaching out to the electorate, and sec- 
ondly, we are looking at Cooperating with anyone w! 
shares our political senuments. If it becomes nex 

to restructure and to change the name of the N 
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it will be done in the interest of realizing our chief ob- 
jective, namely, to bring about a muluparty democracy. 
This is how we can establish real a muluparty democ- 
racy and prevent the dangers of a one-party state.

It is also directly in the interest of it. traditional 
supporters that the NP campaigns for significant black 


support. 


So far, blacks have always been wary of the NP. They 
do not believe that we have already made the leap into 
the new South Africa. They still associate the NP with 
its apartheid past, with white privileges, and a lack of 
understanding of black interests. The question is: How 
can the NP change that perception? This can be done by 
proving that its list of values and its political direction 
is a better recipe and holds more advantages for all 
South Africans, and by selling itself to all blacks as an 
attractive political home. 


This will require the party to “Africanize” itself as 
far as its structure, image, culture, and officials are 
concerned.

"The summit resolved that as far as negotiations on 
education legislation and the new Constitution were 
concerned, there were certain aspects regarding all 
school models which were not negouable.” 


These are, among others, the stipulation that commu- 
nities are entitled to own language tuition, religion and 
culture, the upholding of Afrikaans as one of the official 
teaching languages, and the retention of single medium, 
mother tongue schools. 


The summit warned that tensions among Afrikaans- 
speaking communities were soon to reach a breaking 
point. An appeal has been made to President Mandela 
and other political leaders to call to order those pressure 
groups whose aim is to “destabilize” Afrikaans speakers. 


Rev. Cronje said if the “tense situation” was not defused 
now, it could have “catastrophic” repercussions for the 
cour’ry.

{Araujo} Let us now turn to the Chimwenje case, a 
burning issue at this stage.

It makes 
no sense. I have heard about the Chimwenje for 
more than three years from the voice of the Frelimo 
leadership — including President Chissano himself, 
the prime minister, the minister of foreign affairs, 
and Interior Minister Manuel Antonio — all of them 
(word indistinct} Chimwenje.

According to Mr. Adzaho, the Nanumbas are insisting 
that the Konkombas accused of fermenting trouble 
cannot return to the area. He said that the team would 
revisit the area immediately to try and resolve the issue. 
Last September, a reconciliation ceremony between 
Konkombas and Gonjas failed. However, Mr. Adzaho 
said he had high hopes that another reconciliation 
ceremony in the area around Salaga would take place 
soon. 


I have also spoken with the police task force commander 
of the area, Mr. David Walankaki, who put down rumors 
that one ethnic group was mobilizing for an attack.

"Fela told me that 
when he takes the drug, he eats well. But I do not see 
that sign in him,” the general said. 


Fela’s lawyer has filed a 120,000 dollar lawsuit chal- 
lenging the arrest, and a Lagos High Court judge has 
ordered officials of the drug enforcement agency to ap- 
pear in court on February 27 to explain the arrest.
